Flies From Paris to Lessay. 

Lindbergh after a brief parting 


with Ambassador Herrick and oth- 
ers took off from Ie Bourget field 
at 9:22 a. m. in a French Brequet 
plane with Sergt. Maurice Char- 
pentier as his flying companion. An 
escort of 20 planes rose with him, 
two of which followed him to Cher- 
bourg. He landed at Lessay field 
40 miles from Cherbourg, to which 
he proceeded by automobile. 

The reception in the ancient 
square in front of Cherbourg’s 
town hall was vociferous. The 
fourteenth century houses, eand- 
wiched hetween the more modern 
structures, recalling the engrav- 
ings of olden times. In every win- 
dow th-re were as many heads as 
coulda be crowded in. Here and 
there in the throng were ancient 
head dresses. 

The homage of the little hamlet 
of Lessay, where he landed from 
his Paris flight this morning !m- 
pressed him by its touching sim- 
plicity. He was so much pleased 
by the greeting he received there 
that he remained to lunch with the 
Mayor. The five firemen the tiny 
village boasts turne1 out to a man 
in his honor. 

All along the 40 mile road from 
Lessay to Cherbourg he passed 
through villages flying the Stars 
and Stripes; he was cheered by the 
peasants and kisse:. were thrown 
to him by the children. So it went. 
on to Cherbourg town hall, then 
to the maritime station, where he 
was asked to dedicate a plaque to 
commemorate his flight over Nor- 
mandy on his way to Le Bourget. 

A Touching Good-By. 

The channel basin, when Lind- 
bergh looked on it from the deck 
of the s‘teamer Se'ne, from which 
he descended to the launch of the 
Memphis was a blaze of color in 
his honor. The steamers at the 
docks, the motor boats in the 
channel and in the offing were 
gay with bunting. There was not 
a craft afloat that was not util- 
ized for eight-secing purposes 
when Lindbergh finally climbed 
down from the Seine in the flying 
togs he wore on his transatlantic 
trip to the launch. “very whistle 
in the harbor saluted him.

Ireland Should 
Sight the “Columbia” 
About 1 P. M. Today 


By the -Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 4.—The Bei- 
lanca monoplane “Columbia” 1s 
over the north Atlantic ocean to- 
night, headed east and with the 
farthest European point it can 
reach the objective in an effort to 
wrest the world record for long 
distance flying from Charles Lind- 
bergh. Rome, Berlin, Constanti- 
rople and Leningrad were men- 
tioned as possible landing places. 

Tail winds were helping the 
plane’s early success and promised 
to assist all the way across the 
ccean. 

$5000 if Flight Is a Success. 

Ralph Jonas, president of the 
Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce, 
announced tonight that he would 
give Chamberlin $5000 if the flight 
is successful. 

The Brooklyn Chamber of Com- 
merce offered a prize of $15,000 
late in April, but the 30-day limit 
set on that offer canceled it be- 
fore Chamberlin took off. 

It is understood that $25,000 will 
be paid Mrs. Chamberlin in case of 
accident to her husband. 

At the controls of the “Columbia” 
is Chamberlin, of Denison, Ia., 32- 
year-old former cowboy, army av- 
iator, and holder with Bert Acosta 
of the world endurance record of 
§1 hours, 11 minutes and 20 sec- 
cnds, which was made in this very 
p.ane. 

Beside him in the eabin ts 
Charles A. Levine, his financial 
backer, 3C years old, who began 
life as a stable boy, then became 
wealthy as a junk dealer. He is an 
amateur flyer, but whether he 
he could be of practical assistance 
to Chamberlin is a matter of spec- 
ulation. 

Reports of Progress. 

Two hours after leaving Roose- 

velt Field the “Columbia” was 
sighter over Massachusetts heading 
out to sea. At noon she was seen 
above Yarmouth, N. §&., and from 
there her progress was reported at 
frequent intervals. 
s The first part of the journey 
was made against head winds and 
to Yarmouth, N. S., the average 
speed of the “Columbia” was only 
68 miles an hour. At that time 
Chamberlin was more than an hour 
and a half behind the flying time 
of Lindbergh. 

When Nova Scotia was reached, 
however, speed jumped up to 100 
miles an hour and it was reported 
that the flyers had picked up a 20- 
mile tail wind. 

Arrival Hour Reckoned. 

If the 100-mile rate should be 
maintained throughout the rest of 
the journey the Columbia would 
reach the Irish coast about 8 p. 
m. Eastern daylight saving time 
tomorrow afternoon (1 p. m. 8&t. 
Louls time). 

If the destination is Paris, that 
city would be reached on the 100- 
mile an hour schedule about 8 p. 


m. Eastern daylight saving time to- 


morrow (6 p. m. St. Louis time), 
which would be 1 a. m. Monday, 
French time. If it then continued 
to Rome, the plane should arrive 
seven hours later. If the course 
were laid from Ireland straight to 
Berlin the flyers should arrive 
there tomorrow midnight, Eastern 
daylight saving time (10 p. m. 8%. 
Louis time). 

Going Slower Than Lindbergh. 

The reason Chamberlin is mak- 
ing slower time than Lindbergh 
was ascribed by John Carisi, who 
replaced B. M. Bellanca with the 
Wright Aeronautical Coé., to 
Chamberlin’s desire to avoid spurts 
and high flying speed for the sake 
of economy on the gasoline supply. 

“Chamberlin is holding the pace 
down,” said Carisi, “in order to 
get distance, not speed. He told 
me before he left that he wanted 
to make the gas hold out to the 
last drop.” 

Chamberlin’s flight aroused spe- 
cial interest because of the element 
of mystery that enshrouded it un- 
til the very last moment it was not 
known that Levine, who is manag- 
ing director of the company which 
owns the “Columbia,” was going 
along. Absolute’ secrecy had been 
maintained as to the man who 
would accompany Chamberlin and 
even Levine’s own wife did not 
know of his intention . | 

When the plane was ready Lev- 
ine hopped into the cockpit be- 
side Chamberlin. Somebody) said 
something about his taking a/ little 
test flight. Mrs. Levine showed 
some concern, but -was “sewed 
by friends. Mrs. Chamberlin was 
not at the field, having said good- 
bye to her husband at a Garden 
City hotel. 

The plane started down the run- 
way. Someone cried “‘They’re off.” 
There was excitement, confusion, 
people ran here and there and 
called unintelligible messages, The 
plane slowed and _ stopped, was 
hauled back to the runway’s)| top. 
Levine was still in the cabin. Again 
the plane roared down the runway. 

This time it lifted gently into the 
air, climbed steadily for altitude 
and then headed off toward Massa- 
chusetts. 

Mrs. Levine became hysterical 
and was led sobbing to an automo- 
bile which drove rapidly away. The 
“Columbia” diminished in the dis- 
tance and disappeared. 

Mrs. Chamberlin, in her suite in 
the Hotel Pennsylvania, where she 
plans to wait for a cable message 
informing her where the Columbia 
has landed, said she would sail to 
join her husband as soon as word 
was received. 

Mrs. Levine, at her home at 
Rockaway Beach, said she would 
embark on the first ship available 
when her husband cabled. 

Chicken and Oranges. 

Mrs. Chamberlin provided 10 
chicken sandwiches on toasted rye 
bread, half a dozen oranges, of 
which her husband is especially 
fond; two thermos flasks contain- 
ing hot chicken soup, the other hot 
coffee as the aviators’ food supply. 

Letters from Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt identifying the flyers to 
European bankers and a letter of 
introduction to John Drake of the 
Travelers’ Club, Paris were taken 
by the flyers 

Wireless messages have been sent 
to all ships at sea by the Radio 
Corporation and the United States 
Government to report to the near- 
est station the sighting of the plane. 

The North Gegman Lloyd, the 
Hamburg-American and  S8tinnes 
lines also have instructed their 
east and west bound steamships to 
be on the lookout for the Colym- 
bia. 

It was just two weeks ago this 
evening that Capt. Charles A, 
Lindbrgh dropped down on Le 
Bourget Field at Paris, the first 
man ever to fly there from Néw

Police Prepare for Landing. 


Tempelhofer Field, where it {ts 
hoped that the Columbia wil] land 
should it come to Berlin, measures 
4500 feet by 3600 feet, while 
Staaken, Berlin’s second airdrome, 
has a field 3333 feét by 3300 feet. 

To insure safe landing conditions 
at Tempelhofer, the police plan to 
form a cordon five men deep 
around the area necessary for a 
landing. Beyond this will be room 
for a welcoming committee, con- 
sisting of representatives of the 
Government, .and municipality, 
Lufthansa, the Aero Club and the 
press. 

Should the Columbia continue 
eastward in the direction of Mos- 
cow, as has been suggested in some 
dispatches from the United States, 
the best flying route would be by 
way of Danzig and Koenigsberg. 
There is a revolving searchifight 
every mile and three quarters and 
a stationary light ever three miles. 
This makes night flying so safe 
that Lufthansa starts a plane to 
Moscow every night. 

Moscow is equipped with night 
lighting, but the. stretch from 
Koenigsberg by way of Smolensk to 
Moscow does not have a lighting 
System such as from Berlin to 
Koenigsberg. It also is possible to 
fly from Berlin to Moscow by way 
of Warsaw, but here, too, there is 
night lighting only at the Warsaw 
flying field and not on the way. 
Should the plane go southeast of 
Berlin it will find good airdomes 
with night lighting at Prague and 
Vienna, but no light paths en 
route. 


Berlin Without Definite Word. 


The possibility that the flight 
may have Berlin as its goal has 
caused great enthusiasm and mu- 
nicipal and governmental author- 
ities are vying with civie and 
sporting societies in an effort to 
give a worthy reception to the 
Americans. 

Notwithstanding that German of- 
ficials up to late tonight were still 
without definite word respecting 
Chamberlin’s actual intentions, his 
coming here is considered as a 
foregone conclusion.

Promoted Commercial Flying Firm. 

Levine has beeh the promoter 
and executive of several commer- 
cial flying companies, He was

The Columbia Aircraft Corpora- 
tion was organized for the purpose 
of making a New York-Paris 
flight. When the Bellanca plane 
proved its fitness for transatlantic 
flight by staying in the air over 51 
hours this spring he discarded 
Bert Acosta, one of the two pilots 
who drove it through the test, 
and hired Lloyd Bertaud, on the 
ground that there must be at least 
one “experienced pilot” in the 
plane over the Atlantic. He quar- 
reled with Bertaud over every pos- 
sible point of difference that could 
come between them and the quar- 
rels got into the courts. 

Took Lessons in Flying. 

Meantime he started a long series 
of test flights which were really 
lessons in flying given to him by 
Chamberlin, in whom he had 
especial cenfidence after the skill- 
ful manner in which Chamberlin 
landed the crippled Bellanca 
plane at Mineola May 21, after 
taking up Levine’s 9-year-old 
daughter, Eloyse, and the 9-year- 
old daughter of Ralph Jonas, 
chairman of the Brooklyn Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Levine fevealed to friends be- 
fore his departure that Capt.

ALDERMEN GET BILL PROVIDING 
REGULATION OF SERVICE CARS 


Ordinance Would Levy Special Li- 
cense Fee and Require Bond- 
ing of Operators. 


A bill introduced yesterday in 
the Board of Aldermen by Alder- 
man Waldman of the Twenty- 
eighth Ward is designed to regu- 
late the operation of service cars 
by requiring owners to pay 4a li- 
cense fee of $25 in addition to the 
regular automobile and chauffeur 
license fees, and would requirg 
them to post a $3000 bond with the 
city to insure their responsibility. 

The bill provides that the maxi- 
mum bond for anyone operating 
more than five service cars shall 
be $10,000. The bill was referred 
to a committee and may be report- 
ed Friday. At present there is no 
legal regulation of service cars, a 
former ordinance having been de- 
clared unconstitutional.

BRITISH FINANCIAL AND 
TRADE REVIEW OF WEEK 


Special Wireless to the New York Evening 
ost. 


LONDON, June 4.—aArthur W. Kiddy. 
editor of Bankers’ Magazine and financial 
editor or the London Morning Post, in 
financial review, says: 

“The British break with Russia and 
the Egyptian developments inspired greater 
Caution, but no actual anxiety here this 
week with regard to the international po- 
litical outlook. 

“It is believed that Great Britain and 
France are entirely in harmony concern- 
ing Egypt, while it is impossible to say 
whether the severance of our relations 
with Russia will increase the mischief- 
making power of the soviets or whether. 
contrary, it may lead to a weakeniaz 
power of present Russia regime and bring 
about a more honest administration that 
would be recognizable by all countries. 

‘The outlook for stocks epart from 
monetary considerations remains mod- 
erately good, with trade improving and 
employment figures at the best point fo” 
seven years, but still unlikely to inspire 
sufficient expansion to cause @ materia! 
rise in money rates. 

**‘Nevertheless, the markets would be 
sensitive to a higher bank rate, the pros- 
pects of which are quite undetermined be- 
cause both London and New York are 
aware that the French gold demands are 
ib category by themselves, 


Gold Accumulation Basis. 
“Unprecedented conditions and tactics 


have enabled the Bank of France to ac- 
cumulate huge dollar and sterling credits, 


while equally extraordinary circumstances 
apparently have caused the French Bank 
to effect gold purchase in defiance of 
the position of exchange. Hitherto, save 
in cases of war or purely temporary ac- 
commodation, international] gold move- 
ments have been governed by the position 
of exchange and the consequent profit or 
loss on g0ld ehipments. The present 
French gold demands, however, apparently 
are governed by no such limitations or 
considerations. 

“New York and London apparently both 


believe that the Bank of France's idea is 
that dearer money in our centers might 


check foreign purchases of the Franc, 
which, however, is doubtful so far as 
London is concerned, because few, if any, 
of the purchases of French francs have 
been made on borrowed money, 

“‘While, under the present tactics, the 
Bank of France’s holdings of foreign cur- 
rencies Rave increased the indebtedness cf 
the French Government to the bank has 
diminished, the French Government's ha- 
bilities to the public on deposits are enor= 
mous and represent a kind of concealed 
floating debt.

Haydn Quartette Scored 
For Saxophones 
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John Sauter, flutist of the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, has 
made ar interesting experiment in | 
instrumentation by transcribing 
Haydn’s string quartette No. 15, 
Opus 3, No. 3, for four saxoph.nes. 


The result, says Mr. Sauter, who is | 
ia saxophonist as well as a flutist, 


is a happy one, and he intends to. 
‘make other transscriptions. 
Because of the relatively limited 
range of a saxophone, compared 
with the wider range of musical 
tones possible to the violin, it has 
been regarded as impracticable for 
the wind instrument correctly to 
render and interpret the repertoire 
of the strings. Sauter, by employ- 


ing two instruments, an alto and a 


soprano saxophone, attains a suffi- 
ciently wide musical scale. from 
the lowest to the highest tones of 
the violin, to permit rendition with- 
out .compromise, cutting or omis- 
sion of any part of the original 
score as conceived by Haydn. 

He assigns to another saxophone 
the part usually played by the sec- 
ond violin, to a third that custom- 
arily done by a viola and to the 
resonant baritone saxophone the 
score usually played by a cello. 

To accomplish this, transcrip- 
tion of : entire score was neces- 
sitated. Thies Sauter has lately 
completed and has placed the com- 
positon in rehearsal for a suitable 
public rendition. The rehearsals 
are being held by a group of busi- 
ness men, all expert musicians, who 
call themselves the Saxofriends. 
They have refused numerous offers 
to tour, because they prefer their 
business activities, and find relax- 
ation and uplift in music.

Making the River Behave. 
To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch. 
I N REFERENCE to the deep waterway 
tu the Gulf—I have come to th3 con- 


clusion after having 27 years’ experience 


on river improvement work, that it will 
be a very difficult proposition to make 
the river behave. I¢ the river is straight- 
ened (as suggested in the “People’s Col- 
umn” recently) the water will run so fast 
that we will have no water in the Missis- 
sippi, only at high water time—say April 
and May; and with a straight river and 
high water a steamboat cannot stem the 
fast running water. 

As long as the Missouri River contin- 
ues dumping eand in the Mississippi River 
we will have to keep this sand moving 
toward the Gulf with pile dikes where the 
river ig trying to widen. Thig will pre- 
vent sandbars from forming in t .c river. 
Riprap the shores in the bad bends. Build | 
the levees further back from the eur’ 
and riprap the shore well; and the pile | 
dikes will stop the bottom of the river | 
from comihg up. 

Sandbars form only where the river. 
widens. This is caused by the slacking of 
the current and not enough force to keep 
the sand moving. I have built and sunk 
willow mattresses in 105 feet of water, 
259 feet from shore in a 20 foot stage 
of water, 25 miles north of Osceola, Ark. | 
In this depth of water, mattresses and 
etone revetments are about the only rem- 
edy and will answer the purpose if well 
done.

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A MUTOR MIRACLE.

HE first thought in connection with the 
York-Paris flight naturally 
to the skill and courage of the man who 
made it.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., June 4.— 


Twenty- -five years ago this week 
the first Franklin automobile was 
gold, the buyer being S. G. 
Averell of New York City. This 
frst production of the air-cooled 
Franklin was also the start of four- 
cylinder construction, all other cars 
up to that time having been of the 
one or two cylinder type. 

In the original Franklin the cyl- 
inders were set crosswise of the 
chassis at the front. The motor 
had horizontal fins and was de-| 
pendent upon the forward motion 
of the car for the flow of cooling 
air across the fins. 

Invented by John Wilkinson. 

It was the invention of John 
Wilkinson, a mechanical engineer 
engaged in the bicycle business, 
who had worked for four’ years 
perfecting what, at that time, was 
the most highly developed power 
plant in the automobile industry. 
Wilkinsen’s experimental model 
was started in 1897, making the 
Franklin one of the oldest automo- 
biles in the industry. 

The original model was a road- 
ster, seating two passengers, and 
its appearance on the streets of 
Syracuse was heralded as marking 
a new transportation era. 

Other unique features included 
in the construction of this air- 
cooled car, were the use of a wood 
frame which has been steadily ad- 
hered to in all Franklin produc- 
tion since that date, full elliptic 
springs and a great reduction in 
the amount of unsprung weight, 
or weight carried below the 
springs in the chassis.

The bill was. forced through the 
legislature, in the face of a hara 
fight in the lower House, where it 
was attacked as a “plum tree;

Representative A. C. Wilson, of 
St. Louis County, who. led the.fight 
on the bill, charged that it was 
loaded with jobs for lawyers and 
engineers, without limitation on the 
fees to be paid them. ° No ‘limit 
was fixed on salaries to be paid 
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by the board to its engineers and 
lawyers and the board was author- 
ized to issue bonds without a vote 
of residents in the district. 

The suit is in the form of a quo 
warranto proceeding to oust from | 
office the three members of the | 
board of supervisors, On the ground | 
the law under which they were ap- 
pointed is not valid. The supervis-

Another sewer district law for 


St. Louis County, also sponsored by 
State Senator Richard Ralph, of 
St. Louis County, was put through 
the 1925 Legislature, with some- 
what similar provisions. 

Former Law Invalid. 

It was declared unconstitutional 
by the Supreme Court on the 
ground its provisions made it apply 
only to St. Louis County, contrary 
to the constitutional prohibition 
against local, or speoial legislation. 

The petition filed by the Attor- 
ney-General charges the 1927 law 
is unconstitutional because it per- 
mits inclusion of parts of cities in 
such districts diminishing their 
corporate powers; that the title of 
the act is defective; that subjects 
residents of the cistrict to taxation 
without proper hearings on as- 
sessments and reassessments; that 
is authorizes the board to issue 
bonds without approval of the 
two-thirds of the voters in the dis- 
trict, contrary to the constitution 
and authorizes issuance of bonds 
in excess of the limit of 5 per cent 
of the assessed valuation of prop- 
erty, fixed by the constitution. An 
emergency clause in the law, which 
made it effective as soon as Gov. 
Baker signed the bill on March 25, 
last, is attacked in the suit on the 
zkround no emergency existed in 
St. Louis County, within the mean- 
ing of the constitutional provision 
covering emergency clauses in leg- 
islative acts. 

Amendment Failed to Pass, 

The Webster Groves” general 
sewer district No. 1 was formed on 
May 16, last, after the bill became 
effective under the emergency 
clause. Without an emergency 
clause the bill would have become 
effective on July 3. The district 
was formed by a decree of St. 
Louis County Circuit Court, as: 
provided in the law. 

When the measure was nending 
in the Lower House, Representa- 
tive Wilson and others. opposing 
the bill sought to amend it to 
place a limit on the fees and ea)- 
aries that might be paid. to give 
the Circuit Court more discretion 
in determining if organization of 
a district was necessary: to pro- 
vide for full hearing for objec- 
tors; and to require an election on 
Proposals to issue bonds, Instead 
of leaving the bond issues to the 
discretion of the Board of Super- 
visora. 

The amendments were voted 
down by a combination of groups 
supporting several other bills fol- 
lowing the sewer bill on the cal- 
endar.

Comparison of traffic crossing 


important viaducts in the city in

Modern Home Construction 
Includes Waterprooting 


Proper Precaution in 


Using Waterproofing 


When Building a Home Will Prevent Wet 
Walls and Damp Basements. 


Householders and _ prospective 
house owners have had brought 
home to them, during the past sev- 
eral weeks, the necessity of having 


waterproof houses and basements, | 


waterproof roofs and waterproof 
walls, 

Suggestions on waterproofing 
houses should be appreciated at 


this time and in line with this 
reasoning, William H. Eaton, a lo- 
cal waterproofing expert, has out- 
lined in the following article the 


main points, in waterproofing 
houses. 
In waterproofing homes, the 


main uses come in waterproofing 
the basements, because as a gen- 
eral rule that is where people 
have the most trouble. 

There are numerous ways of wa- 
terproofing basements. One of 
the best is the integral method of 
waterproofing. By this method a 
certain amount of waterproofing is 
mixed in with the concrete at the 
time of pouring the basement walls 
and basement floor slabs. In this 
way sufficient water repellency is 
provided to overcome the capillary 
attraction of the concrete. 


Quite frequently people do not 
realize that waterproofing is neces- 
sary until after the house is built, 
then it is too late to use the first 
method of waterproofing. There 
are two practical methods that can 
be used at this time. One of the 
main ways is by applying a brush 
coat of bitumen paint on the out- 
side of basement walls below the 


grade line. Have this extend 
about three inches above the 
ground. ‘ iis will keep out any 


Vater which is trying to force its 
way through the concrete. The 
paint being applied on the outside 
masonry is reinforced by the con- 
crete to which it is applied, and 
in that way water cannot displace 
the paint. 

Another method that can be used 
and which will give a smooth sur- 
face on the inside walls, would be 
to take waterproofing and mix it 
with the cement, or better, take 
a waterproofed cement and give 
the inner wall of the basement a 
plaster coat of two coats, each 
three-eighths inch thick. In this 
way a smooth interior wall will be 
obtained. Waterproofed cement 
plaster three-quarter inch thick is 
enough to withstand a head of wa- 
ter or any seepage water that may 
be trying to work its way into the 
basement. 

In using the latter method it ts 
necessary to prepare the wall sur- 
face for the plaster coat. First, 


hack the wall and make sure it 
has a good rough surface, so the 
plaster can stick to the wall. After 
making it rough, go over the wall 
with a wire brush, removing all the 
film which was left there by the 
cement and water when the con- 
crete wal] was poured. 

After this operation go over the 
wall with a wash of one part muri- 
atic acid and 10 parts of water, 
using a fiber or acid brush. Allow 
the acid solution to remain until 
the acid exhausts itself, approxi- 
mately 10 minutes. Then wash the 
surface with water from a hose, 
being careful to reésnove all the 
acid solution. 

Follow the wash with a mixture 
of cement and water, mixed to a 
cream-like consistency, working 
this well.into the holes and crevices 
in the wall, going over the entire 
surface with this grout. Before 
the grout has had + chance to dry, 
go over the wall and put on the 
first coat- of waterproofed cement 
% inch thick. 

The first coat should be 
scratched with a “scratcher”—do 
not use nails or trowel and do not 
scratch too deep. 

As soon as the first coat has set 
hard enough, sprinkle with water 
and apply the second coat % inch 
thick. Trowel the plaster with suf- 
ficient pressure to obtain maximum 
density to close the surface pores, 
leaving a tight, close-grained fin- 
ish. 

The final coat should be troweled 
down to whatever finish is desired, 
using an ordinary wood float will 
give a satisfactory Surface. 

The proper mixture to use on the 
cement plaster is one part water- 
proofed cement, and 2% parts sand. 
If itis not possible to get the water- 
proofed cement, the waterproofing 
powder should be mixed in the pro- 
portion of two pounds waterproof- 
ing powder to one iack of cement. 

If the waterproofing powder 
mixed in the cement on the job, the 
best way to see that the water- 
proofing powder is incorporated 
thoroughly with the cement and 
sand, is to dampen the sand before 
adding the cement and waterproof- 
ing. Mixing in this way, the water- 
proofing powder will not separate 
and come to the surface of the wn- 
ter. The material should be mixed 
to a stiff, workaDle consistency, 
adding the water slowly, using the 
minimum volume of water neces- 
sary to get a plastic mix. 

The above methods of water- 
proofing basements are generally 
used at the present time and they 
are giving the utmost satisfaction. |

LIGHTING 


THE KITCHEN 


A Poorly Lighted Kitchen Affects 
the Cook’s Nerves. 


Let us look to the lighting in the 
kitchen. 

Lighting engineers recommend 
deep bowl or indirect lighting, or 
porcelain enamel steel reflectors. 
This may sound too pretentious for 
a home kitchen, but this type of 
lamp may be procured for small 
rooms as well as for large. 

Remember that the color of the 
wall finish has something to do 
with lighting. If your kitchen is 
in a eo-called modern apartment 
house with no outside windows, or 
@ very small one, white gloss has 
the highest reflecting value, with 
flat white and cream and silver 
gray next in order, If, on the other 
hand, you have a sunny, well light- 
ed kitchen, choose a good wall fin- 
ish as for example light. gray or 
buff. “ 

To return to the matter of light- 
ing. Take first the question of 
waste. |

ficient lighting system without 
feeling excessive fatigue, eyestrain 
and nervousness. When the mis- 
tress of the home laboratory suf- 
fers from any one or all of these 
handicaps, it is unavoidable that 
the quality of the food will suffer. 
She cannot properly prepare even 
the daintiest food, and it is an easy 
matter to trace the final results. 
Good spirits may be the first to 
suffer; digestion will presumably 
flag, and practically .veryone 
knows what incomplete digestion 
will do if it continues over any con- 
siderable period of time.

All his life Maurice ® 
danced. Three continents 


knew his lithe, swiftly mov- 
ing body, his flashing patent 
leather-shod feet. At Shep- 
pard’s Hotel in Cairo,.or the 
Trocadero in New York, the 
Kit-Kat in London, or the 
Cafe de Madrid in Paris, it 
was all the same to Maurice. 
He danced, 

And he searched, too, for a partner. 
One was married, another developed 
temperament, he quarreled with a 
third. And so on and on. Until he 
met Eleanora Ambrose, whose real 
name was Pucket and whose horizon 
was bounded by the Main Street of 
Newton, Kansas, until she went away 
to become a dancer. 


AURICE danced first to the 

noisy rhythms of a hurdy-gurdy 

in New York's East Side, while 
passersby pitched pennies at him. Few 
ever knew that he was born in a tene- 
ment to Belgian immigrant parents 
whose name was Mouvet. 

It is difficult to trace his fame 
to its origin. He attended school for 
a time in New York, later entering 
Chatham College at Rochester, En- 
gland. He then went to Paris, became 
a pace in a hotel and at the Automo- 
bile Club, then a chauffeur and finally 
emerged at 18 as Maurice, the dancer, 
in the Montmartre in Paris. 

It was not long before his swift, 
grace won him some measure of 
notice throughout Continental Europe.

ITHOUT disparaging the work 

of Edith Cavell. it may be re 

marked that the British nurge 
was susceptible to subterfuge. Under 
the grilling of skillful investigators 
she was easily duped. Led to believe 
other prisoners had given her Away, 
she told everything. She told the truth 
even to her enemies, but skillful lying 
is part of the technique of a spy. Lon. 
ise de Bettignies made the most of that 
virtue. She parried the examiners 
with such cleverness that for months 
they kept up the search for the head 
of this amazing intelligence organiga- 
tion, never once suspecting they had 
that leader in their grasp. Meanwhile, 
that organization functioned smoothly 
without her. She made that possible 
by her silence. 

Louise de Bettignies taught her 
workers this principle of noncommittal 
mendacity, and she was true to her 
teaching. ‘One rarely loses anything 
one’s self by denying, and one saves 
others,” she used to say. ‘The only 
way to avoid the betrayal of others is 
to keep on repeating ‘I know nothing. 
I don't know this person. I saw noth- 
ing. I don’t understand what you are 
talking about.’ ’’ This kind of defense, 
of course. does not deceive the enemy, 
and often exasperates him, but at any 
rate, it saves implication of others. 
That was the best the maid of Ar- 
mand hoped to accomplish, and she 
did accomplish that. When, on March 
16, 1916, she was condemned to death 
at Brussels, she raised her face proud- 
ly and felt the joy of having won 8 
lasting victory. The evidence against 
her had been weak. She had been 
condemned to death in reality for hav- 
ing refused to speak. 

Along with tear drops there was 4 
note of satisfaction in the farewell let- 

ter she wrote to her 
mother. The penciled mis- 
sive which has been care 
fully preserved. com 
menced: 
“My Revered Mother: 
I have been condemned 
to death by the Coun 
cil of War. I should 
like to see you before 
Starting on the great jour- 
ney. ... I accept my sem 
tence with what courage I 
can. A long time back I 
contemplated death calmly 
and without fear. Today I add a note 
of joy and pride.” 

The Germans reprieved Louise de Bet 
_tignies a few days after the sentence. 
They did it because they wanted her 
to live so they could confront her with 
others of the service who might fall 
into their hands That, and not the 
Spanish Ambassador's intervention at 
Berlin, was the real explanation of the 
commutation of sentence to life im 
prisonment, which came on March 2%. 
Imprisoned at Sieburg, she suffered, 
as did the other prisoners, from ¢* 
posure, hunger and lack of medical at 
tention. She came down with 8 
tacks of influenza and pneumonia. For 
two years she was virtually an invalid. 
On April 21, 1918, suffering sreatl 
and feeling that the end was near, 6D 
wrote to the Superieure du Carmel: 

“Tam weak enough to rebel against 
my lot and regret I was not shot.

Now, due to the work of Chief Mc- 
Gilllecuddy and his aids, the ‘‘Hoosier”’ 
gang is no more and Southern Indiana 
again pursues its work and play in 
peace. Of the five criminals, four have 
been definitely and permanently ac- 
counted for. One, Joseph Murray, is 
dead. The officers found his body un- 
der a culvert after the running fight at 
Lanesville. Emmett Snyder, alias 
“Three-Fingered Craig,’’ is serving a 
nine-year term in the Federal prison 
at Atlanta with a murder charge still 
pending. Two others, James Norris 
and Frank Taylor, are safely behind 
the walls of the Indiana State Peni- 
tentiary at Michigan City, serving 
terms of 10 to 20 vears. Only 
one, Bernard Finegan, is still at large 
and he, it appears, has put many miles 
between himself and Southern Indiana. 


VEN with the unfinished busi- 
ee of accounting for Finegan 
still before them, the officers 
have earned a mark of distinction with 
what they have already accomplished 
in getting four of the five. The chron- 
icle of what they did and how they did 
it in the Lanesville case constitutes 
Louisville's best detective story of the 
year. The confession made by Norris 
in the penitentiary long ago, de- 
ialling the long list of robberies, points 
to the value of the capture 
bringing to justice the slaye:

Apparently 
the gang had operated out of Newport 
and probably had gone back there. 
They had left a marker on the road 
anyway. That marker, a ghastly one, 
was Murray's body. It was found 
eoon afterward under a small bridge 
on the river road near Rising Sun, In- 
diana. 

McGillicuddy and Froh caught a 
train for Newport. They found Moore 
without difficulty. He was known as 
a local police character. The tan 
Chrysler was his. They found it, too. 
It had just been fitted out with new 
curtains and three bullet holes in the 
body had been filled. He had loaned 
it, he said, to Murray and four other 
men who had been staying at a New- 
port hotel.
